NK 0V THE grcatrst and most wholewime lessons of our war 


experience, speaking as a people, was that which came with 


the observance of "less" days when the world was calling upon ns 
for food. We learned the tremendous lesson of "doing without." 
Nobody really suff'ercd i'roni this denial. In fact, there is little doubt 
hut that all of us gained, not only morally, blit physically and 
financially. 
"With the ending of fhe emergency, naturally enough, 


the reaction came; instead of '"doing without" we went rather to 
the other extreme and removed the limits from oxir indulgence. 
Eestraint, in a great many cases, has given way to license. 


It, has occurred to xis, as doubtless it has occurred to many peo- 


ple, that the greatest weapon available in the fight against profiteer- 
• ing and abnormal living costs may be found in the lesson we learn- 
ed under stress of necessity— "doing without." What would be the 
effect on the price of provisions if the -^holc community should go 
back, for a certain number of days per week, to the diet imposed by 
the food administration during the war days? Would meat rise or 
fall if every household in the country should resume the observance 
of two or three meatless days each week? 


The opportunity of the profiteer is largely in the laxness of the 


purchaser. High wages and general prosperity enhance this oppor- 
tunity. The price of a basket of fruit may irritate us, but we buy. 
Roasts may seem exorbitant, but we refuse to accept boiling meat. 
Roasting ears may be outrageously high, but we grumble and take 
them. 
The profiteer knows his victim; he is well awarn of the 


customer's inability to say no. 


The lack of variation in prices on meats and provisions scorns 


to justify the conclusion that the dealers, if not thor'th- organized 
are nt least working by "jmitlcmon's agreement."

sermon not long ago which had a perfectly 
good text in the gospels, but 1m real sor- 
momc formula was based on 
a 
splendid 


thought by Emerson, substantially »f not ex- 
actly as follows: 


"All men>are always praying. 
"All prayers are answered. 
"Be very careful what you pray for." 
His first hypothesis is surely true, how- 


ever strange it may seem at first thought. 
All men may not realize that they are pray- 
ing; certainly all of them tlOi not enter into 
a qtlet place daily, or even weekly, or yet 
again annually, and definitely pray for some- 
thing. .They perhaps never name the Deity 
sxcept in careless profanation. And 
yet 


their daily life is a prayer—a prayer for the 
gradual depreciation of their spiritual stores 
the gradual deadening of their spiritual na- 
tures. 


The second Emersonian tenet is stiil hard- 


er to believe, at ih'St blush. The thriftv soul 
piays for greater wealth; the delicate one. 
for better health; the childless parent fcr 
children; the over-blessed parent to be de- 
livered from larger families. 
The profess- 


ional soldier prays for wars; the pacifist 
for continued peace. The preacher for th« 
swered. They may not get what they want 
debauchery in material, in alleged art and 
amusement, for the killing of souls. Ipdi- 
rectly or directly, their prayers are all an- 
sv\ii.ed. 
They may not what they wa/it 


directly, but their souls are tending that 
way, and in some way and in some measure 
they will attain their desires, whether the 
answer means blessing or defilement. 


So "be careful what you pray -for." Your 


daily life means either the raising of your 
better nature to greater heights or a little 
way farther on tie retrograde way -which 
makes for the deadened soul and the depre- 
ciated spiritual appreciation. 


If you would pray best, g<j to chureh tomorrow. There is no place where you can be quite 


so conscious of God and of goodness as in His own house. Pray well, and let some 


of your prayers Sunday 'be be uttered near the Holy Altar.

by prese agente with power to portray that long-cherished dream, 
the Brotherhood of Man, and yet unnoticed by the casual city dweller . ^ 


In hie daily chase for the almighty dollar—a great cloud approaches from th* 
northwest. 


Starting tip in the Dakotas, it has swept across the waving fields of 


golden grain ia Iowa, over the mile-long rows of tasseled corn in Kansas, 
through the rich alfalfa fields of Illinois, and is now hovering above the fer- 
tile farms of our own Ohio. Growing" steadily but surely. a| the days go by, 
•this great cloud promises to eventually spread over the entire nation, and 
those who see in it an omen of better things predict such a transformation in 
our rural life us no man has yet dared hope for. 


Men acquainted with the movement represented by this 
fast-gathering 


cloud declare it had its origin in the Non-Partisan league of the North- 
west. Those who have studied it and who are giving, it impetus by their 
hearty co-operation say the two -have no connection. 


Farmers who have become interested set forth the claim that it is the 


forerunner of more prosperous times and signifies the approach of that for 
which the world has" long waited—the triumph of open-Hearted honesty over 
greed and avarice. They scoff at mention of a grand attempt to cement the 
rurarresiderits of this country under one political banner, just as they ap- 
pear unconcerned when it is suggesttd that perhaps it is- but the approach 
of still another scheme to wring from labor's brow more sweat and 
from 


labor's purse a higher price for bread. 


members'on a basis of the amount of busi- 
ness they have transacted with the com- 
pany. If the net earnings for the year 
amount to 10 per cent of the members'' to- 
tal business, then each member is paid back 
10 per cent of his total volume of business 
for the year. If Mr. A. has traded out $500 
with the company he will be paid back 10 
per cent of $500 or $50, plus ?3 stock di- 
vidend, or $53. No patronage dividend is 
paid back until two full shares of stock are 
paid up. £fter these shares are fully paid 
up all "dividends are paid back in cash. The 
locals deal in grain, hay, machinery, lum- 
ber, posts, fencing, flour, salt, cream, twine, 
coal and other commodities needed or pro- 
duced on an American farm. 


There you have the farmers' dream of a 


movement to revolutionize farming condi- 
tions throughout America. There you have 
the 
silvery-lining to the big cloud 
fast 


sweeping across the country. 
Time alone 


can furnish you with the other side—time 
alone will tell if, like many other co-op- 
erative movement launched among rural 
residents in the past, this one is to leave its 
followers a little poorer in purse but a little 
more enriched by experience. 


A few weeks "ago an Equity-Union organ- 


izer dronped into the village of Anna, in^ 
Shelby county, on the line of the E- & O.' 
railroad. That point has long maintained 
two prosperous grain elevators, each pri- 
vately owned. The organizer found a fer- 
tile field for his work, and within a short 
time he had succeeded in incoporating a 
S-10,000 company. One of the elevator own- 
ers was approached for a price on his plant. 
He did net want to sell,' because he had 
prospered through careful attention to bus- 
iness .through his ability to "play square" 
with his customers and through his long ex- 
perience in buying and selling grain and 
shipstuff. 
But the threat of a third ele- 


vator caused him to dispose of his busi- 
ness, and with the business went a home he 
had builded out of the profits and in which 
his wife and 
family were content. 
The 


Equity-Union 
wanted 
an 
elevator—and 


got it 
Today,, the elevator, with a capacity of 


30,000 pushels, is buying in competition 
with the one across the railroad track. Artd 
yet, it is declared, if the other man wants 
to jump prices the 
Equity-Union people 


will no. • -set the advance. "On the other 
hand.'' one of the members of the organi- 
zation explained to me, "the men in the 
Equity elevator will unload their wheat on 
the other fellow m order to assist him into 
bankruptcy that much more speedily." 


.Equity-Union figures the cost of a mod- 


em elevator at $22,000. Men in the busi- 
ness for years argue that the figure is sev- 
eral thousand dollar* low, with building ma- 
terial and lumber at its present high scale. 
But no elevators are erected where it is 
possible to take over one already estab- 
lished, and usually the threat to erect a 
new one has the desired effect. 


At New Hampshire and Waynesfield, in 


Auglaize county, co-operative elevators are 
being tried out for the first season. Mon- 
roe township, in Preble county, maintains 
another, while but two ,the ones at Cam- 
den and Haviland, have been in operation 
under Equity-Union direction for more than 
one season. Financial reports filed by both 
of these indicate an ordinary profit on the 
business done. Upon the strength nf this 
other sections are falling into line, and new 
locals being organited every few days in 
some section-of Ohio. 


While the national organization does not, 


it is claimed, dictate to the -various locals 
just how they shall conduct their affairs, 
each local is affiliated, with the central 
body, and is expected to contribute to 


But, whatever it represents, whatever 


snay be back of it, the" fact remains that 
out of the Northwest has swept a. great 
cloud of co-opc:.-.'-; activity, and that it 
is 
now centered ovar Northwestern Ohio. 


Swiftly and surely it is settling over the 
counties lying near the Indiana line—But- 
ler, Preble, Shelby, Darke, Miami, Auglaize, 
Van Wert and Allen. Rapidly new- organi- 
zations of fanners are being formed for 
the study of co-operative principles, and as 
each one hangs its charter upon thn walls 
of a township house or small-town lodge 
room the great cloud becomes intensified 
and takes on added strength. 


These societies, of -which the city man 


knows little, even though they are baing 
formed openly and with no attempt at sec- 
recy, are known as "Equity-Union Ex- 
changes," 
gyiH literature turned out by 


presses owned by those interested in the 
movement bear the imprint of "The Na- 
tional Farmers' Equity-Union." 


The real purpose of the organization is 


to unite the buying and selling power of a 
larjre number of farmers and consumers in 
one body and eliminate a large shaie of 
the middleman's profit. 
This, the promot- 


ers claim, will enable a. grain farmer in 
Kansas to market his wheat at the Kansas 
City price, less the actual cost of handling. 
It will .ilfio enable the farmer to buy hs* 
twine, machinery and other commodities at 
the lowest jobbing pries in Chicago, plus the 
actual cost of handling. National co-opsra- 
tion is the 
goal sought. When 750 ex- 


changes unite the buying power of 100.000 
farmers in this organization, they will be 
able to help fix the price instead of letting 
•the manufacturer fix it. so it is claimed. 
The plan is to organize strong local com- 
panies on a firm business basis around mar- 
ket centers and then organize central com- 
panies to serve the locals in that territory. 
There are no state, county or schoolhouse 
units in the organization. 
There are no 


lodge features. 


So thoroughly and so quietly have the 


men back of this now movement worked 
since the 16th day of December, 1&10, that 
thsy have invaded eleven states, with a to- 
tal to date of 450 charters issued to locals. 
while in Northwestern 
Ohio alone more 


than a dozen new locals are now m process 
of formation. When the difficulties that 
had to be overcome are taken into consid- 
eration ,it will be realized that the growth 
of the organization has been wonderful. 
There are now, possibly, 125,000 
active 


znembers,_each with at least $100 invested, 
each a walking- delegate, and every one an 
enthusiastic exponent of the doctrines set 
forth in the constitution of the organiza- 
tion. It is not a movement similar to the 
"Grange," and neither is it 
proposed to 


permit, it to degenerate into a political or- 
ganization akin to the old "Populist" move- 
ment of the eighties, so its promoters con- 
tend. Members of it pooh-pooh any sug- 
gestion that it will eventually resolve itself 
into a full-fledged brother of tha Non-Par- 
tisan 
League. 
They scout all jfleas of 


unionism along American 
Federation of 


Labor lines. 
These local exchanges, several of which 


have recently been formed in Shelby, Pre- 
ble and Auglaize counties, are, wherever 
poseible.organized at local market points and 
their business is governed largely by the 
needs of each particular locality. Grain ele- 
vators, ' creameries, stores and other lines 
are carried on by the farmers who make 
up the membership. These local companies 
are capitalized for profit, chartered by the 
state in which they operate, are financially 
independent of any other locals and cannot 
be held for the debts of any other concerns. 


Each member subscribes for two shares of 


stock of $100 each and settles for the first 
share of $100 by cash or note. This share 
including his entrance fee will cost him $105. 
The local organization is governed by a 
board" of five directors elected by the stock- 
holders of the local exchange. The stock- 
holders adopt their own by-laws and havs 
full control of their own capital stock. These 
directors of the local exchange employ a 
manager, place him under bond, and in- 
troduce the Equity-Union system of ac- 
counting. They insist that the manager 
buy and sell on a safe margin of profit and 
pro\ ido that the books must be audited at 
least every three months by a competent 
auditor. They deal with the outsider at the 
same prices made to a member, but the out- 
sider never participates in'the profits at the 
end of the year. 
At the end of the year the directors take 


cut the cost of running the business, take 
out a 3 per cent stock dividend, and all 
other earnings left are paid back to the 


support. Headquarters of the national or- 
ganization are in the little town of Green- 
ville, 111. C. 0. Draytoa, a substantial citi- 
zen of that section and for years one of the 
most prominent agriculturalists in Illinois, 
is president; P. L. Betts, of Chicago, vice 
president ,and I/eRoy Melton, of Greenville, 
is secretary. The latter is in charge of the 
organization's printing plant at Greenville, 
and is also the editor-ia-chief of th? week- 
ly official organ, "The Equity-Union Ex- 
change." The paper carries matter of in- 
terest to members, along with a liberal 


/ 


•mount of farm advertising and a classified 
farm-want, column. 


All of the printed matter used by ths 
various-locals is, naturally, supposed to bear 
the imprint of th« Greenville^rintang plant. 
It should b« secured, there, Mr. Melton ar- 
gues, if the spirit of co-operation is car- 
tied out to the letter. 
Editor Melton is optimistic. His editorial 


column radiates it, and is fairly ablaze wiih 
proof that rich, elysian fields lie just ahead 
of those who affiliate with Equity-Union. 
He paints word pictures of the happy day 
when "the farmer will corns into bis own.' 
H« sees ahead a realization of man's fonc'.- 
est dream—a real brotherhood of man and 
a consummation of good times dreamed o£ 
for centuries agone. These few words, from 
Editor Melton's pen, will serve to bear out 
this statement: 
\ 


"Why is it that so many persons are in 


the habit of looking forward to ths accom- 
plishment of great things and of neglecting 
the real opportunities within their 
very 


i 


grasp ? Rainbow chasing is a pleasant and 
exciting diversion when one is fired with 
the ardor of youth but to keep one's feet on 
the ground and cultivate the rich, teeming 
soil under one's feet is far more practicable 
as a general rule. There are plenty of farm 
organizations in the country and they have 
in the aggregate a very large membership 
with leadership and ability sufficient to ac- 
complish all that is necessary, and put ag- 
riculture in the very first rank as an occu- 
pation. It is not necessary to wait an in- 
definite number of months or years to put 
a sane and effective agricultural program 
into effect if these organizations will only 
agree 
to 
work 
together 
harmoniously 


around the basic questions which are non- 
controversial and upon which all real farm 
organizations are already agreed." 
Farmers of Ohio are slowly but surely 


awakening to the fact that a movement js 
on and gaining adherents by the hundreds 
as it sweeps across the state. Slow to act, 
they are nevertheless quick to seek out the 
promised benefits once the object of the or- 
ganization is set before them—they are 
rapidly stepping forward with cash m band 
to back still another of the many, many co- 
operative schemes based solely upon a na- 
tion-wide plan to unionize agricultural in- 
terests into a brotherhood so powerful in 
membership it will eventually be in position 
to dictate both the buying anH selling prices 
of all things used or produced upon the 
farm. 
The men back of the movement gladly 


throw open their books to show that to date 
it has been a success financially. The men 
who are joining do not hesitate to declare 
that the principles of the organization are 
bound to work out for the betterment of 
rural conditions. 
' 


To the thousands who have not become 


interested a genuine surprise is in store. 


For the National Equity-Union is either 


going to be the most powerful organization 
of farmers yet conceived or it is going to 
prove the biggest farce and the grandest 
"fluke"' the world has ever knovn.

Protecting a Photographing Expedition. 


The next day after the fall of Alan 


Winslow, a formation was sent out from 
our Squadron under the leadership of 
Lieutenant koomis to protect a photo- 
graphing expedition of three French 
Breg-uet machines. Although <far from 
being in condition, I resolved to tag 
along behind them in my Spad and see 
what happened. I sot to an altitude of 
15.000 feet,..which was about 5,000 feet 
higher than the others, and from this 
front row in the gallery I had a 
won- 


derful view of an amazingly interest- 
ing little scrap. 


The Breguets had not proceeded very 


far into Germany before a Fokker 
formation appeared upon the scene. 
Of course the Fokkers saw the Nieu- 
ports. but they also saw the Breguets: 
and the German pilots knew that those 
Breguets with their photographs were 
the important.targets for their flaming 
bullets- I sat above them and followed 
them in the various maneuvers to get 
in between .Lewis and his convoy.

Another 
Fokker got on Loomis's tail and another 
Nieuport followed on his tail. Soon the 
whole menagerie was streaming along 
in this fashion, every machine pouring 
streams of tracer bullets into the ma- 
chins ahead of him. It was a splendid 
spectacle to witness, but I knew it 
would be of short duration. 


One Fokker had already dropped to- 


wards earth and two of, our bright 
colored Nieuports were streaking it for 


home in the wake of tha 
Breguets. Either these two pilot* 
wounds or engine trouble or else con- 
sidered the wisest policy was .to get out 
of this hurricane of flaming bullets. ,1 
looked for Loomis.

Turning back to join my fellows, I 


was startled to discover' that Loomis 
was very plainly sinking .to earth.

the distant trenches. He was only 
seven or eight thousand feet above tti» 
ground and the lines were some six 
miles distant. Evidently he -was fully 
aware of the tightness of his predica- 
ment, for he was nursingg along his 
powerless aeroplane, and .sailing on as 
flat a level as the Nieuport could pos- 
sibly maintain. 


Loomis Has a~Strugole. 


Generally speaking an aeroplane can 


sail along for a mile without loosing 
more than a thousand feet altitude. 
Thus Loomis could make eight miles 
without engine power provided he were 
°ight 
thousand 
feet 
above 
ground. 


Provided also that no contrary "wind 
was blowing him backwards during this 
time—and also providing that no rifle 
and mEchine-gun bullets were able to 
icrminate his progress as he drew 
nearer and nearer to the ground. 


I flew above him. absolutely power- 


less to do more than wish him luck. 
Archy took up the chase with male- 
volent delight and sprayed both of us 
impartially with shrapnel. 


I lost all interest in the angry -Jurats 


about me, in the complete fascination 
of Loomis's struggle for the lines. He 
was holding on to every inch of his 
altitude, with the skill of a. Cape Cod 
skipper. At times I felt certain tha* he. ^ 
was holding her up too much. He must 
lose speed and headway with too great 
a curb on the bridle. 


The ground drew closer and. closer to 


h.is hanging wheels. 
I saw the rear 


trenches of the Germans pass below 
him. 
I believed he was doomed to 


strike- the next trench, three hundred 
yards ahead. 
I wondered if I could 


possibly render any assistance by flying 
down and spraying bullets behind him 
until he had a chance to run to safety. 
No: Such a plan was foolish! . Thera 
would be .1 hundred machine guns 
turned upon him the instant he crashed, 
a thousand rifles would be shooting at 
him from concealed positions. I could 
not possibly do him any good. 


Ths second line of German trenches 


appeared below the sinking Nieuport 
and I held*my breath as the dainty 
little bird neatly skimmed over th&rn. 
"With rare good fortune the way ahead 
*-e-?med comparatively smooth. Loomia 
might foast along the intervening space 
and roll smack into the front line trench 
of th-? Huns. There was no doubt about 
it.

Just af that moment his Nieuport hit 


the ground,. bounded up, struck Again 
?ome thirty feet a,hWd and with another 
bound actually hopped over the narrow 
front line trench and rolled-along some 
thirty or forty yards across No Man's 
Land! I yelled a little to myself in my 
excitement, as I saw Loomis throw 
himself from the still moving machine. 
In a. trice he^Jwas streaking it for the 
American trenches, with Boche bulte'ts 
accelerating his speed by lifting his 
heels just ahead of little clouds of dust. ' 


A Run Through No-Man's Land, 


Loomis is very fast on his feet—even 


in flying costume. 
He . covered that 


hundred yards in something under ten 
seconds. He left my aeroplane far in 
the rear and-1 had to hurry up to see 
his finish at the bottom of the front-line 
American trench. 


The doughboys covered his last dash 


with a splendid fusilade of bullets di- 
rected into the German trenches. Both 
sides were standing up and exposing 
themselves to enemy fire in the excite- 
ment of Loomis's homerun. 


7 saw him tumble safely into the 


deepest part of the trench and lie th^re, 
probably panting for breath, for appar- 
ently he hadn't received a scratch. As 
I considered this was the end of tha 
morning's entertainment, I put on the 
gas and pushed on for home: 


I walked into the Adjutant's office 


and made out a report of what I had 
scan. An hour later we were delighted 
to receive a telephone call from Loomis 
himself, which instantly relieved our 
anxiety about his condition. He was 
entirely well in body, he reported, but 
had not yet £ul!y recovered his breath! 


Then came another teleplikna call 


from the French headquarters, thank- 
ing 9-i for bringing down one Fokker 
aeroplane, whose destruction they would 
her happy, to confirm, and repeating their 
thanksfor the protection Lopmis's for- 
mation had given their' photographers. 
Very valuable photographs .had been 
obtained, it appeared, both of enemy 
positions and'of the movements of their 
troops.
